ANNUAL  MEETING 
Banquet  and  Celebration  of  Tbirtieth  Anniversary 


1.  The  exercises  of  the  evening  shall  begin  promptly  at 
8:.10  o'clock,  and  shall  consist  of  one  paper  not  exceeding 
forty-five  minutes  in  length,  and  its  discussion.  Four  per- 
sons shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  dis- 
cuss each  paper,  and  their  names  shall  be  printed  in  the 
program.  The  time  allotted  for  these  discussions  shall  be 
twenty  minutes  equally  divided  among  those  appointed  for 
the  occasion,  provided,  however,  that  any  one  person  thus 
appointed  may  use  time  not  otherwise  used  or  desired  by 
the  others  appointed  on  the  discussion.  These  shall  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  general  discussion  of  thirty  minutes,  in  which 
one  person  shall  speak  not  more  than  twice,  nor  more  than 
five  minutes  at  a  time.  Closing  remarks  by  the  reader,  lim- 
ited to  five  minutes'  duration,  shall  end  the  program. 

2.  An  essayist  unavoidably  absent  on  the  evening  of  his 
or  her  appointment  shall  provide  for  the  evening's  entertain- 
ment by  submitting  a  paper  for  someone  else  to  read,  or 
furnishing  a  substitute  program. 

3.  Any  member  appointed  for  a  discussion  shall  in  case 
of  absence  notify  the  author  of  the  paper,  and  the  author 
shall  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  substitute. 

4.  Annual  dues  shall  be  $2.50  per  member  and  shall  be 
due   after  Januarv   1st. 
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
